‘Contracts have been exchanged’ 

Save our Cinema 
group’s fears for 
the Theatre Royal 


THE Save Our 
Cinema Association 
(SOCA) says that 
now the Theatre 
Royal site in Barry 
has been officially 
sold to Hafod Care, 
it fears planning 
will be allowed for 
42 Extra Care flats 
at the historic site. 

A few weeks ago, the 
chairman of SOCA, Mr 
Bob Armstrong, 

appealed to people in the 
town to bombard coun- 
ciiiors in writing in an 
attempt to keep the 
debate over the future of 
the former cinema aiive. 

But the iatest turn of 
events has ieft Mr 
Armstrong in a iess opti¬ 
mistic frame of mind. 

He expiained: “We 
understand that Hafod 
Care has officiaiiy pur¬ 
chased the site, and are 
worried that it is effec- 
tiveiy a fait accompii, 
and that pianning wiii be 
granted.

going to commit them¬ 
selves to a site unless 
they are confident of 
doing what they want 
with it? 

“Despite talk of 
respecting the historic 
nature of the site we 
believe it will be 
knocked down and 
rebuilt - and that 
includes the front facade. 

“The Theatre Royal 
remains the only viable 
location for a cinema in 
the town - there is no 
other suitable site. We 
have never been opposed 
to Extra Care facilities 
coming to the town, but 
they should be located at 
the Waterfront, where 
supermarkets and other 
facilities are planned.” 

The cinema group 
says that when plans are 
considered for the 
Theatre Royal site, there 
must be a proper debate. 

The group says it is 
about to start distributing 


leaflets in the town to 
encourage support, and is 
also getting a petition 
together to present to the 
petitions committee at 
the Welsh Assembly. 

Labour councillors 
recently backed SOCA, 
with former council 
leader Margaret 

Alexander commenting: 
“Barry still needs a cine¬ 
ma, there is no doubt 
about that. The action 
group must carry on 
campaigning for a cine¬ 
ma to be re-established in 
the town.” 

Robert Wathen, man¬ 
aging director of Hafod 
Care, told The GEM: 

“I can confirm that 
Hafod Care has 
exchanged contracts on 
the former site of the dis¬ 
used Theatre Royal in 
Barry and will be work¬ 
ing with the Vale Council 
and Welsh Assembly 
Government to develop 
the area’s first Extra Care 
facility for the communi¬ 
ty’s elderly residents.”

Barry motorist (24) 
is jailed after chase 
through the town 


A young motorist 
drove at more than 
50 miles per hour 
through the centre 
of Barry when being 
pursued by the 
police, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

At one point, 24-year- 
old Jamie Brown drove 
down a narrow lane near 
Holton Road, hit a con¬ 
crete post and damaged 
the car beyond repair, 
before running from the 
scene. 

Brown, of Barry, had 
pleaded guilty before 
Vale magistrates to the 
charges of dangerous 
driving and had been 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said: “It was 
an alarming piece of 
driving.” 

He said that on July 5, 
he was spotted in a Lord 
Eiesta driving without a 
seatbelt. 

He was followed by 
the police and went at 
speeds of 54 miles per 
hour in a 30 mile per 
hour area, almost collid¬ 


ing with a taxi in 
Gladstone Road before 
going over a controlled 
junction without stop¬ 
ping. 

Two weeks after the 
incident, he walked into 
Cardiff Bay police sta¬ 
tion and was recognised 
as the driver involved in 
the chase. 

His counsel, Hugh 
Wallace, said the chase 
was of short duration. 

He was intelligent, 


and works occasionally. 
He could use his brain to 
good effect. 

Jailing him for 26 
weeks and disqualifying 
him from driving for a 
year, Judge Christopher 
Vosper, said: “It was 
pure good fortune no- 
one was hurt.” 

He said: “Driving of 
this sort in Barry where 
there were others, creat¬ 
ed a serious risk.”

High spending on 
top managers 


I WOULD like to 
refer to the Vale 
Council 

Leader’s recent 
announcements 
with regard to 
transparency, and 
the need for this 
council to get a grip 
on its spending on 
top management 
and politicians. 

An Assembly Member 
had to use the Freedom 
of Information Act on a 
recent issue, and top 
management salaries 
continue to rise. 

How many council¬ 
lors refused their four 
per cent increases? 

Also, there is a marked 
increase in payments to 
consultants and archi¬ 
tects. 

The council were 
quick enough to use the 
law to reorganise in the 
style of a cabinet, creat¬ 
ing highly-paid corpo¬ 
rate managers and politi¬ 
cal positions; but they 


seem to have missed the 
difficult bit, which was 
about holding the cabi¬ 
net to account - a 
requirement of legisla¬ 
tion. 

The idea behind the 
new organisational 
arrangements was 
greater efficiency, trans¬ 
parency and accountabil¬ 
ity, and to ensure that 
decisions can be taken 
more quickly. 

I think we got the 
high salaries and speedy 
decision-taking, but 
without the transparency 
and accountability. 

Perhaps we should 
now dispense with the 
cabinet system altogeth¬ 
er and the costly cere¬ 
monial mayor (the Vale 
of Glamorgan already 
has four traditional, 
long-standing mayors), 
and have one elected 
Vale Mayor, to make the 
decisions and to be held 
to account by the people.

I HAVE given 
great thought to 
the Vale 

Council’s warning 
of major cut-backs 
for the financial 
years of 2010/11 
and 2011/12 by 
chief executive, 
John Maitland 
Evans and director 
of finance, Sian 
Davies. 

I believe they should 
look closer to home in 
order to start saving 
money, before they start 
swinging their axes and 
cutting public services. 

For example, the 
Prime Minister, David 
Cameron receives 
£140,500 for running the 
country (60 million-plus 
population) and Boris 
Johnson receives 
£120,000 for running 
London (five million- 
plus population) while 
John Maitland-Evans 
earns £170,000 for run¬ 
ning the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
(123,000 population). 

That is £170,000 - 
and if he completes his 
full term, he will receive 
a possible pay-off of 
£350,000 and a possible 
pension of £80,000 
annually. Yes, a possible 
pension of more than 
£1,500 a week. 


Then we have six 
council employees on 
£110,000 or more a year, 
and 44 employees on 
£66,000 a year or more 
(making a grand total of 
at least £3,734,000 for 
their salaries). You must 
ask yourself are you get¬ 
ting value for money? 
Are they worth it? 

They have stated that 
these cutbacks will lead 
to job losses. I fully 
agree, but it must not be 
our frontline manual 
workers that go, it must 
be the big earners fol¬ 
lowed by over-staffed 
office workers. It will 
be costly at first, but we 
will reap the rewards in 
future years. Just look 
at Bridgend Borough 
Council. They have 
done that and they have 
not looked back. Then 
we must turn our sights 
on council buildings and 
dismantle the empires 
that they have built up 
over the years. 

Another ‘must’ is to 
get rid of councillors 
who have become ‘nod¬ 
ding dogs’, and replace 
them with independent 
councillors who will rep¬ 
resent their wards and, 
most of all, listen to our 
requirements and speak 
for us - and not as 
ordered by their party’s 
whip.

First successful

JOHN MAITLAND 
EVANS, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Vale 
Council, responded: 

“Our chief officer 
salaries were reviewed 
by independent employ¬ 
ment specialists in 2004. 
The council’s budget for 
2010/11 reduces the 
salary bill for senior 
managers by £500,000 
over the next two years. 

“Phase 1 of this 
reduction has already 
been implemented and 
this has seen the loss of 
seven senior manager 
posts at head of service 
and operational manag¬ 
er levels, a percentage 
cut which far exceeds 
the proportionate cut 
across the rest of the 
council’s workforce. 
This means that the bur¬ 
den of managing servic¬ 
es in these difficult times 
has to be shared among 
the fewer, remaining 
officers. 

“No Vale chief officer 
received a national pay 
award in 2009/10 or 
2010/11, unlike some 
other public sector sen¬ 
ior managers. 

“The figures in this 
letter are incorrect, as is 
the claim that Boris 
Johnson runs London. 
Mr Johnson is a politi¬ 
cian who sets policy and 
works in partnership 
with London’s 33 coun¬ 
cils, each with its own 
chief executive. In 
2009/10 London chief 
executive salaries 


ranged from £164,000 to 
£242,000. 

“Local councillors 
have been voted in dem¬ 
ocratically and are the 
choice of local people. 
The fact that many have 
been voted in over sever¬ 
al elections points to the 
faith local people have 
in their elected represen¬ 
tatives. 

“The Vale has a con¬ 
sistently good track 
record in delivering 
cost-effective services, 
particularly given the 
fact that we are a low- 
spending council. 
Compared to many other 
councils in Wales, it is 
very far from the truth to 
describe the Vale as 
overstaffed. 

“The Vale’s council 
tax is lower than aver¬ 
age and we are consis¬ 
tently ranked as one of 
the best councils in 
Wales. Last year an 
independent public sur¬ 
vey found that 92 per 
cent of Vale residents 
were satisfied with coun¬ 
cil services. Very few UK 
councils achieve this 
level of satisfaction. This 
would seem to indicate 
that, yes, our residents 
do indeed receive value 
for money from a coun¬ 
cil that provides hun¬ 
dreds of services that 
affect the lives of all res¬ 
idents.”

Mr Wathen stressed 
that Hafod Care was 
conscious that the 
Theatre Royal was a 
much-loved building in 
Barry which holds mem¬ 
ories for the town’s resi¬ 
dents, but pointed out: 
“However, the building 
is currently in a poor 
state of repair and repre¬ 
sents a health and safety 
risk for anyone intend¬ 
ing to use the premises. 

“We are therefore 
proposing to replace the 
building with a first 
class facility which 
retains the grandeur and 
presence of the Theatre 
Royal but which also 
embraces the current 
design principles which 
require us to tailor the 
environment for the 


needs of its intended 
residents. 

“We are confident 
that the location is right 
for a facility of this sort 
as it is close to the town 
centre and all the ameni¬ 
ties, which will allow 
the residents to enjoy a 
high level of independ¬ 
ence, while also having 
access to the right levels 
of care and support 
within the develop¬ 
ment.” 

The Vale Council has 
stressed that it is con¬ 
cerned over the lack of a 
cinema in the town, and 
pointed out that it is 
considering in detail an 
application for Barry 
Island Pleasure Park, an 
element of which 
involves the provision of 
a cinema and other 
indoor leisure uses.

I SPEND a lot of 
time looking at the 
keyboard as I type, 
because I have 
never trained 
myself to be a 
proper typist. Too 
idle perhaps, 
although I tell 
myself that I don’t 
type enough to jus¬ 
tify the effort. 

As a result, I suffer 
one of life’s little irrita¬ 
tions when I look up 
from the keyboard to 
find I have pressed the 
Caps Lock key instead 
of the Shift key and 
have accidently typed 
several words in capitals 


and have to correct 
them. 

If this sounds familiar 
to you, you are not 
alone. Good news; 

there is a solution. 
Windows XP has a 
built-in facility that 
makes a ‘beep’ when 
you press the Caps Lock 
key as an alert for what 
you have done. 

You can find it under 
Start> Control 
Panel>Accessibility 
Options> Use Toggle 
Keys. Put a tick in the 
box and say OK. 

Now every time you 
hit the Caps Lock Key 
you will hear a warning 
‘beep’ and a different 
beep (indicating the 


Caps Lock is turned off) 
when you hit the key 
again. This is called tog¬ 
gling. 

While there, you 
might like to investigate 
‘Sticky Keys’ or the 
Repeat Speed controls 
that are designed to 
make life easier for peo¬ 
ple with other typing 
problems. 

Of course, it works 
best if you work alone. 
You wouldn’t want to 
upset other people with 
a series of random 
beeps; nor would you 
want them to know 
what a poor typist you 
are! 

I occasionally remind 
myself of the advice I 
give to others: there are 
millions of people using 
computers and if you 
have a problem it is a 
safe bet that there are 
thousands of others who 
share it. Many will have 
raised it with those who 
produce the software. 

The producers in 
turn, want to make their 
product more attractive 
to buy and will have 
incorporated an answer 
to the problem in a later 
release of the software. 

They do not always 
get things right, but 
over time the products 
do get better and every¬ 
body is able to do more 
in the way that they pre¬ 
fer. 

There is a snag. The 
software gets ‘fatter’ as 
more and more features 
are incorporated. 
Computers can cope 
because they are 
improving as well. The 
problem is that the peo¬ 
ple don’t improve at the 
same rate and the fea¬ 
tures are so numerous 
that they cannot all be 
put under the user’s 
nose without showing 
too much clutter. 

There is a current 
trend towards a less 
cluttered screen and that 
means the features will 
be harder to find. 

In Windows 7 the 
Caps Lock toggle keys 
can be switched on at 
Start> Control 
Panel>Easier Access 
Centre>Make Keyboard 
Easier to Use and tick 
the boxes and Apply. (I 
have yet to get mine to 
work. Well, nobody’s 
perfect!)

Local campaign 
group welcomes 
Assembly school 
transport move

‘STUART’S 
CAMPAIGN’, the 
local group of par¬ 
ents working for 
safer pupil trans¬ 
port, has wel¬ 
comed the Welsh 
Assembly’s new 
‘Safety of Learner 
Transport 
Measure’. 

David Cunningham 
Jones, who heads 
Stuart’s Campaign, said 
he was delighted that the 
Assembly had managed 
to overcome legislative 
difficulties to be able to 
proceed with the new 
measure. 

Mr Cunningham 
Jones, whose son Stuart, 
aged 12, was killed on a 
school bus at 
Y stradowen, near 
Cowbridge in 2002, told 
The GEM: “This is 
something we have been 
calling for for a number 
of years. We are delight¬ 
ed that action is being 
taken to put these things 
right.” 

He said that the 
Assembly needed to 
provide the funding nec¬ 
essary from its budget 
so that local authorities 
would be able to imple¬ 
ment the proposed 
improvements. 

“They must make the 
money available to 
councils throughout 
Wales to bring in these 
welcome changes. My 
worry is that because of 
the financial situation, 
there may be delays in 
providing the money 
needed which will delay 
these changes.” 

The organisation will 
be submitting its views 
to the Assembly during 
the consultation period 
on the proposals. 

The measure was pro¬ 
posed last week by 
leuan Wyn Jones, the 
Deputy First Minister 
responsible for transport 
in Wales. It aims to 
improve the safety stan¬ 
dards of buses and other 
vehicles used to provide 
school transport. 

It will enable the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government to place a 
wide range of require¬ 
ments on local authori¬ 
ties in relation to the 
safety standards of 
school buses, through a 
series of detailed regula¬ 
tions. 

Local politicians also 
welcomed moves by the 
Assembly to improve 
safety on school buses - 
a burning issue in the 
Vale since 2002. 

Jane Hutt, the Vale 
AM, said: “This new 
Welsh law addresses a 
long standing commit¬ 
ment to bring forward 


legislation on the safety 
standards of motor vehi¬ 
cles used to transport 
pupils and students to 
and from school (learner 
transport). 

“This is a major step 
forward towards pro¬ 
gressing the recommen¬ 
dations of Stuart’s 
Campaign, in memory 
of Stuart Cunningham 
Jones, which I have 
fully supported. 

“The campaign has 
been pivotal in achiev¬ 
ing these new laws and 
engaging with the 
Assembly in trying to 
ensure that the safety of 
children as they travel to 
school is a top priority 
in Welsh public servic¬ 
es.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said he was delighted 
the new measure was 
being introduced. 

“I will give it my full 
support. Having called 
for action from the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government seven years 
ago, after the terrible 
accident in Ystradowen, 
it is great to see that 
things are finally mov¬ 
ing in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

“This measure will 
lead to compulsory seat- 
belts on all school trans¬ 
port, and finally bring to 
an end the three-for- two 
seating arrangements. I 
will do all I can to make 
sure that the further reg¬ 
ulations are achieved 
within the next 
Assembly term. 

“As a parent myself, I 
believe it’s crucial that 
local authorities require 
that drivers of vehicles 
used for school transport 
receive specific training, 
in relation to working 
with children, current 
seat belt legislation, and 
dealing with challenging 
behaviour. 

“We all want our chil¬ 
dren to be safe and trav¬ 
el to and from school 
with confidence.” 

Mr Cairns warned 
that it was crucial the 
Assembly funds the cost 
of bringing in the 
changes. 

He went on: “I am 
concerned that much of 
this legislation will be 
written in guidance 
form, rather than on the 
face of the law. When 
matters are written on 
the face of the law, there 
is an assumption of full 
funding from the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government.” 

Plaid Cymru’s Vale 
Assembly candidate. Dr 
Ian Johnson said: 
“School transport is a 
very important issue for 
families throughout the 
Vale and I am glad that 
the Assembly is pushing 
forward regulations in 


this measure, which 
will ensure that every 
child has a seat-belt. 
Children’s safety must 
be a priority. 

“This will effectively 
end the ‘three-for-two’ 
concession, where three 
children were allowed to 
take up two actual seats, 
and stop standing on 
contracted school buses. 

“Since becoming 
Transport Minister in 
2007, Plaid Cymru 
leader leuan Wyn Jones 
has ensured the passage 
of the Learner Travel 
(Wales) Measure in 
2008 and the introduc¬ 
tion of the All Wales 
Travel Behaviour Code 
in 2009, which set out 
the standard of behav¬ 
iour expected of all 
young people on their 
journey between their 
home and school, as 
well as introducing this 
measure.” 

He added that he 
hoped the measure 
would be on the statute 
book by the time of the 
Assembly elections next 
spring.

Through the forest to where 
a ‘murder stone' turns red 


T he River Llan runs through the 
Penllergaer Forest which was orig¬ 
inally part of the Penllergaer 
Estate, owned by the Llewellyn family 
and used for hunting and shooting. 

Now it is owned by the Forestry Commission, 
who began reforestation of the area in 1933 and in 
2007 the forest was part of the Welsh Rally. 

This was the setting when nine walkers joined 
their leaders Terry and Val on a fine morning for a 
10-mile walk. Leaving the car park, they walked 
gradually uphill through the forest, where the trees 
begin to wear their autumnal coats and multi¬ 
coloured leaves flutter down to carpet the foot¬ 
paths. 

Coffee was enjoyed on the edge of the forest and 
afterwards they joined a narrow farm road to pass 
Gelli Wem Fawr farm, that has been renovated 
from its near derelict condition and Gellywern 
Ganol Farm to reach a road that led them on to 
Felindre (the anglicised version is Velindre). 

This small village has a pub, school and post 
office and derives its name from the water mill - 
Felin Dre, meaning Mill Town. The original foun¬ 
dations of the mill, which remained working until 
the late 1960s, go back as far as the 16th century. 

In 1956, the Steel Company of Wales opened a 
tin plate works at Felindre and by 1970 it 
employed 2,500 people, but it closed in 1989. The 
grounds of the former steelworks played host to the 
National Eisteddfod in 2006 and are now a regen¬ 
eration area. 

During the world rally championships, the area 
was used to service rally cars that competed in the 
Welsh Rally. 

They moved on along the disused rail track that 
once carried coal to Swansea from the coal mines 
situated further up the valley and passed the Nebo 
Chapel, built in 1824. 

Situated in the churchyard is a gravestone - also 
known as the ‘murder stone’ - which relates to the 
brutal murder of a milkmaid, Eleanor Williams at 
Llwyngwenno Farm in 1832. After she was killed, 
her body was thrown down a well and the culprit 
was never found. 

The inscription on the gravestone was meant to 


strike the conscience of the culprit and legend has 
it that on the anniversary of the crime the ‘murder 
stone’ turns red 

In the Lliw valley are two man-made reservoirs 
the Upper and Lower Lliw, managed by Welsh 
Water with the surrounding area open to the public. 
The Lower Lliw was originally opened in 1863 at a 
cost of £160,000 to provide water for the Swansea 
area, and it was reconstructed during 1976-78. 

Reaching the reservoir, two walkers with their 
dogs kindly vacated the picnic table for the use of 
the group to enjoy lunch and after refreshments, 
they walked back to the dam. 

The homeward journey saw them taking differ¬ 
ent paths through the forest and they passed 
Tircoed, a very well planned housing estate before 
crossing over the main Swansea to Cardiff railway 
line and returning to their start

WHEN police offi¬ 
cers went to a flat 
in Barry they dis¬ 
covered nearly 
5,000 Valium 
tablets worth 
£3,700 in the pos¬ 
session of a woman. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, mother of one 
Nicola Payne (41) 
admitted possessing the 
tablets with intent to 
supply, possessing, and 
supplying them. 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said that on 
April 7, the police went 
to the Barry flat and 
saw Payne who said 
“I’ve got Valium”. She 
said she would supply 
Valium to others and 
would take some for 
herself. 

Three years before, 
she said, she had been a 


heroin addict and took 
Valium to help her 
relax. 

Her counsel, Ruth 
Smith, said that only 
days before the court 
hearing, Payne had suf¬ 
fered the death of a 
close family member. 

“She made full 
admissions and was a 
custodian of the drugs. 
She has had problems 
with drug addiction, is 
currently on methadone 
and recognises she 
needs assistance. She 
needs help to wean her¬ 
self off Valium.” 

Judge Christopher 
Vosper said she plainly 
had significant prob¬ 
lems. 

He sentenced her to a 
one year community 
order involving supervi¬ 
sion for one year.

Football fundraiser aims 
to help young mum Nicole 
after brain tumour shock 


T he 

Comprehens 
ive Spending 
Review is awaited 
by everyone in the 
public sector, with 
a mixture of con¬ 
cern and determi¬ 
nation to rise to 
the challenge of 
making savings 
while protecting 
frontline services. 

We know there 
will be cuts, but as I 
write my column we 
do not know how 
severe these will be, 
or consequently the 
effect on public 
services in the Vale. 

The Welsh 
Assembly 
Government will 
announce the provi¬ 
sional settlement for 
local government on 
November 23. 
Budget cuts are nec¬ 
essary to cut the 
national deficit and 
we are ready for the 
challenge, however 
we hope we do not 
find that local 
authorities are hit 
disproportionately. 

The council’s 
medium term finan¬ 
cial plan was pre¬ 
sented to cabinet in 
September and is 


based on a planning 
assumption of a 
three per cent cash 
cut in revenue fund¬ 
ing from the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government each 
year for the next 
three years. 

The real cut will 
be greater than this, 
as when inflation is 
taken into account, 
the shortfall could 
be more than five 
per cent per annum 
in real terms. 

Our plan identi¬ 
fies a predicted rev¬ 
enue funding short¬ 
fall for 2011/12 
alone of £14.25 mil¬ 
lion, with the 
prospect of similar 
shortfalls in future 
years. We are 
already working to 
identify areas for 
significant savings. 

It should be noted 
that the overall pre¬ 
dicted shortfall to 
2013/14 is £39.1 mil¬ 
lion, which equates 
to almost 20 per 
cent of the council’s 
net budget require¬ 
ment for 2010/11. 

I believe we are as 
well placed as any 
council to meet the 
financial challenge. 
The Vale is a well 



m 
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managed council 
and I’m pleased to 
say this has again 
been recognised 
externally, with the 
council placed sec¬ 
ond in a league table 
of Welsh councils 
published this 
month. 

As our chief exec¬ 
utive John Maitland 
Evans said, when he 
welcomed our suc¬ 
cess in the league 
table: “The Vale has 


a consistently good 
track record in 
delivering cost-effec¬ 
tive services, partic¬ 
ularly given the fact 
that we are a low- 
spending council. 

“As with most 
councils, our per¬ 
formance can vary 
across the wide 
range of services we 
deliver, but overall 
we are performing 
well. This is shown 
in the 2009 public 
opinion survey, 
where 92 per cent of 
residents surveyed 
were satisfied over¬ 
all with Vale council 
services.” 

Budget cuts will 
undoubtedly affect 
the services we offer 
and I can’t promise 
residents they won’t 
notice changes in 
what we provide. 

What I can prom¬ 
ise is that we will do 
everything in our 
power to minimise 
cuts to frontline 
services, especially 
services used by the 
most vulnerable in 
the Vale, and we will 
maximise savings 
and continue to 
work to improve 
efficiency.

Tackling the rise of 
‘compensation culture’ 


H OW many times have 
you heard the excuse 
“we can’t do that 
because of health & safety”? 

We’ve all witnessed or 
been subject to the unneces¬ 
sary burden of the con¬ 
straints of health and safety 
regulations, either in our 
workplaces or within our 
communities. 

From trainee hairdressers 
not allowed to use scissors in 
a classroom, to various 
parades in Cowbridge and 
elsewhere not being able to 
take place due to the more 
onerous demands of risk 
assessments and health and 
safety legislation. 

When Lord Young 
launched his review of 
Britain’s health and safety 
legislation three months ago, 
he promised that a “com¬ 
mon sense” approach would 
guide him. 

His report investigates 
concerns over the applica¬ 
tion and perception of 
health and safety legislation, 
together with the rise of the 
compensation culture over 
the last decade. 

I understand that the 
report will sweep away red 
tape and offer new freedom 
to employers, employees and 
the huge range of communi¬ 
ty and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions that work so hard 
within the Vale.

The rise of compensation 
culture over the last 10 
years is a real concern, and 
I’ve heard from many resi¬ 
dents in the Vale of incidents 
where staff felt unable to 
help others, simply because 
they were not insured to 
perform such simple tasks 
as lifting a buggy for a 
mother, for fear of an acci¬ 
dent and subsequent legal 
claim. 

It would be a great victo¬ 
ry for common sense for 
those individuals who try to 
do the right thing - those 
‘good Samaritan’ situations 
- if they knew they weren’t 
at risk from potential per¬ 
sonal injury claims. 

This would be good news 
for the NHS and other pub¬ 
lic sector organisations - as 
well as private companies. 
Schools within the Vale 


would also benefit, with a 
reduction in the number of 
forms that teachers have to 
fill in before going on trips. 

We’d see a massive 
change across the Vale, as 
community events such as 
street parties or firework 
displays would find it much 
easier to gain permission 
and arrange safe events for 
residents to enjoy. 

The annual Christmas 
Reindeer Parade in 
Cowbridge was in jeopardy 
this year, as a result of traf¬ 
fic control, policing and risk 
assessment issues, but all 
involved have worked hard 
to ensure that any problems 
have been resolved. 

The compensation culture 
has been gathering pace, 
fuelled by the recession, and 
many other events have 
sadly fallen by the wayside. 

A common sense 
approach to the interpreta¬ 
tion and implementation of 
health and safety regulation 
is much needed. 

We could all then enjoy 
colourful community events 
such as the carnival 
parades; children could play 
conkers without safety glass¬ 
es at school and we could all 
fulfil our potential for good¬ 
will and take responsibility 
for helping others within 
our community.

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NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


Indian summer 
gives bees an 
autumnal bonus! 


W INTER is 
in the off¬ 
ing but the 
bees are still very 
active, thanks to the 
mild conditions we 
are experiencing. 

Here at Fonmon, the 
ivy is providing forage 
for the bees along with 
the herb beds. Charloek 
that is in some of the 
fields around the apiary 
is also being used and 
much pollen is coming 


I am still feeding the 
bees, as all this activity 
means expenditure of 
energy, which in its turn 
requires food to supply 
the energy. 

Each of the hives is 
already well provided 
for, but stores will be 
consumed as long as the 
bees are active. 

The feed I am supply¬ 


ing them with is a liquid 
one made by mixing 
sugar (white) with a 
measured amount of 
water. This is readily 
accepted by the bees, 
who will store it as if it 
was nectar that they had 
collected themselves. 
This syrup can only be 
fed to the bees while 
they are still active and 
able to process it to suit 
their needs. Once it is 
just so, the cells it has 
been stored in will be 
sealed with a wax cap¬ 
ping, and there it will 
reside until the bees 
require it. 

Certainly those who 
are new to beekeeping 
will have read in their 
books that all feeding 
should have been com¬ 
pleted by the end of 
September. This has 
been the norm in times 
past and was sound 


advice. However, the 
weather and temperature 
are the dominant factors 
in all our dealings with 
the bees so we have to 
adjust accordingly. 

The Varroa treatment 
is nearing its conclusion 
now. The second appli¬ 
cation has been carried 
out and I have taken 
some samples from the 
drawers underneath the 
wire-mesh floors. Dead 
mites are readily observ¬ 
able. I will be doing 
some counting which is 
more from curiosity 
than a requirement. 

Treatment at this time 
of the year is by way of 
a commercial product 
APIGUARD, made up 
of a thymol extract to 
which chemicals have 
been added to give it a 
gel-like consistency.

starch liners to store 
their kitchen waste 
prior to it being placed 
in an outdoor lockable 
kerbside container. 

These liners have 
previously been replen¬ 
ished on a scheduled 
basis, through collec¬ 
tions from local offices 
or via the ring and 
request service. 

The council will 
shortly consider rolling 
out the kitchen waste 
service to the whole of 
the Vale and in light of 
this officers have 
reviewed these arrange¬ 
ments which, they con¬ 
sider, do not offer the 
most efficient form of 
delivery. 

From November 1, 
residents taking part in 
the kitchen waste col¬ 
lection service who 
have five or less liners 
remaining are advised 
to loosely tie either a 
piece of cloth or one of 
their last remaining lin¬ 
ers to the handle of 
their outdoor kerbside 
caddy on their collec¬ 
tion day. 

This will indicate to 
the collection crews 
that new liners are 
required and these will 
be deposited in the out¬ 
door caddy along with 
the handle tie. 

It's hoped that this 
new arrangement will 
be more reliable, will 
better ensure that resi¬ 
dents always have a 
supply of cornstarch 
liners and that they're 
not inconvenienced by 
having to request liners 
in future. 

The new delivery 
arrangements are based 
on the principle that no 
more than three liners 
will be used per week 
and the service will be 
reviewed at the end of 
2011 / 2012 . 

Residents are 
reminded that old 
newspaper can be used 
as an alternative liner, 
though stocks of liners 
will continue to be 
available at various 
council offices for 
some time in the future. 

As it should no 
longer be needed, the 
ring and request service 
will be discontinued 
from November 1.

Two applications are 
required. 

To apply it, you 
must open up the hive 
and break the seal on 
the container, this is 
then laid on top of the 
exposed frames mak¬ 
ing it accessible to the 
bees. 

There are, of course, 
other treatments that 
can be applied later in 
the year or in the 
spring of the next year 
before the bees get into 
their productive cycle. 
Should it be necessary, 
I will use heated oxalic 
acid crystals. Used in 
this manner, a gas (for 
want of a better word) 
is released and it per¬ 
meates the hive, Idlling 
off more mites. 

Another way of 
using oxalic acid is to 
add it to your syrup 
(liquid sugar) and to 
trickle it over the bees 
in the hive, using a 
syringe to apply it. 

This latter method 
means that you have to 
open up the hive to 
expose the bees in their 
winter cluster, which is 
not something that I 


feel happy about. 

Those that use it feel 
that it is a much safer 
approach than heating 
the crystals and there¬ 
fore subjecting them¬ 
selves to the gas given 
off by such a method. 

My approach, using 
a dedicated roof con¬ 
taining the required 
pipe-work and the seal¬ 
ing of the hive 
entrance plus any sus¬ 
pect gaps, is on the 
whole much less intru¬ 
sive and, providing that 
safety precautions are 
observed, compares 
well with the trickle 
approach. 


Using chemicals of 
any kind to control the 
mites is not to be 
desired but for the 
present it is the only 
way we can help the 
bees to survive. For all 
the research that has 
been (and is being) 
carried out, we have 
not got rid of the mite 
nor developed any safe 
contamination free 
control applications. 

Can the bees devel¬ 
op a host/parasite strat¬ 
egy? Perhaps, given 
time but do we have 
time?

AIR Cadets from 372 (Barry) Squadron, 
Adam Wood, Megan Palmer-Wood, Carl 
Chaplin, Charles Adams, Megan Hamblin 
and Geraint Franklin, recently travelled 
to Europe to pay homage to those who lost 
their lives in two world wars, along with 
Air Cadets from Caerleon, Penarth, Ely 
and Blackwood. 

The visit took place over a long weekend in 
October and encompassed the war memorials and 
battlefields of Ypres Salient, in Belgium, and those 
of the Somme, in France. 

The cadets stayed as guests of the Belgium Army 
in Ypres and during their time were able to witness 
members of the local fire brigade performing the 
moving ‘Last Post’ ceremony at the Menin Gate. 

As a sign of respect. Cadet Megan Hamblin laid a 
poppy wreath on behalf of the squadron. 

Cadet Adam Wood said: “We also went to 
Dunkirk to see where the evacuation took place. 
When you stand on the beach, it’s amazing to think 
that in May 1940, all those people came in all sorts 
of boats, big and small, to save the servicemen and 
to try to get them home.” 

The Cadets also visited the Canadian War 
Memorial, Vimy Ridge, 38th Welsh Division 
Memorial, Mametz Wood and the memorial at 
Thiepval, which is dedicated to the 73,367 missing 
men of the Somme. 

The Cadets paid their respects to the war dead at 
the following cemeteries: Tyne Cot, Passchendaele, 
and Langemarck. 

“It was a very busy few days with an enormous 
amount of travelling. However, the Cadets all felt 
that it was a worthwhile and emotional experience. 
Seeing the battlefields and memorials at first hand 
brings history closer to our present and not just left 
in the past. 

“These men who died for their countries will not 
be forgotten by the Cadets.”

dition to be embraced 
but once a year. 

Most people use it as 
an excuse to let loose at 
their employer’s 
expense, but a growing 
number are seizing the 
opportunity to release 
pent-up romantic ten¬ 
sions, translating furtive 
glances shared over a PC 
desktop into true love. 

In the past, free food 
and booze have always 
been the biggest draw, 
but in this credit-crunch 
climate - where the petty 
cash is unlikely to 
stretch beyond a paltry 
mince pie - a chance to 
flirt with work col¬ 
leagues could provide 
the biggest pull. 

According to 
Elizabeth Kuhnke, 
author of Body 
Language For Dummies, 
this is a great time of 
year to be looking for a 
new partner. 

She said: “The festive 
season is the ideal time 
to look for love. 

“Parties are in abun¬ 
dance, meaning spirits 
are high and inhibitions 
are low.” 

Unfortunately, it’s also 
the same time of year 
that most of us are look¬ 
ing pale, sun-starved and 
weathered by the ele¬ 
ments. For Kuhnke, 
though, that's not a prob¬ 
lem. Successful singles 


aren’t always the belles 
of the ball. 

She explained: “It’s a 
little known fact that 
availability counts for 
more than beauty in the 
dating game. 

“A man will tend to 
pursue a woman who 
may not be the most 
attractive in the room, as 
long as she’s giving off 
signals indicating her 
availability. The most 
important thing to under¬ 
stand when searching for 
a partner is how to com¬ 
municate your interest.” 

Kuhnke adds: 

“Women focus on their 
hair, clothing and make¬ 
up when preparing to go 
out, but they must also 
remember that their body 
language is instrumental 
for gaining and main¬ 
taining the interest of a 
partner. 

“Understanding the 
key signals, and using 
them to your advantage, 
matters more than an 
outfit.” 

So dressing up - or 
down - is the easy part, 
and hours wasted styling 
hair could be better spent 
learning how to flick 
locks coquettishly. In 
fact, the only things we 
should really be applying 


in the mirror are body 
language techniques. 

Sending out signals by 
means of subtle physical 
nuances might sound 
complicated, but it all 
comes under the umbrel¬ 
la of flirting. 

So how do you perfect 
it to a fine art? 

“The essence of a 
good flirt is confidence, 
empathy and humour,” 
says Jean Smith, a social 
anthropologist and 
founder of Hirting & 
Walking tours in London 
(WWW. allureseminars .CO 
m). 

“A good flirt makes 
the other person feel 
good, and because 
they’re so confident, 
they don’t need the vali¬ 
dation back - although 
they always get it.” 

What’s more, flirting 
can be used as a tool to 
generate success in other 
areas of your life. 

Peta Heskell, the orig¬ 
inal flirt coach and board 
member of The 
Academy of Marriage, 
Sex and Relationships 
(www.flirtingacademy.co 
m), agrees. 

She said: “When you 
can flirt with anyone, for 
fun, with or without the 
physical element and 


you know who to flirt 
with and who not to, it 
makes people feel good 
about you and that leads 
to social and business 
success.” 

It may not always 
seem the case, but 
according to Heskell, we 
were all bom flirts. 

She insisted: “Flirting 
is a natural mechanism 
designed to help us send 
signals to someone we 
like, so they might make 
the approach, but some 
of us have had it parent- 
ed, or schooled out of 
us.” 

Sadly, many of us 
have lost the confidence 
to flirt, but there are 
plenty of DIY steps you 
can take. 

If you’re shy, Heskell 
suggests practicing with 
friends or relatives. 

She explained: 
“They’re more amenable 
to connection as they’re 
often less inhibited and 
more laid back. Put your 
full attention on them as 
they come towards you, 
think nice thoughts about 
them, and look at them. 

“It isn’t rocket sci¬ 
ence, smile and say 
hello. The more you 
practice, the more natu¬ 
rally you’ll do it with 
someone you really 
like.”

2005’ by The Sunday 
Times, although local 
folklore claims that is 
not just the staff and 
locals that inhabit its 
ancient rooms, but up to 
12 ghosts as well. 

Dave explained: “One 
of the ghosts is said to be 
Amy, whose footsteps 
have often been heard 
on the landing. We were 
once told she was a girl 
who had died at a young 
age near The Plough. 

“When we started 
doing refurbishments 
recently, words appeared 
on the wall of the land¬ 
ing which read ‘Amy’s 
Playroom’ (see picture 
on the left). 

“We’re hoping that 
someone can enlighten 
us as to who she really 
is.” 

Amy’s presence has 
been benign, said Dave, 
but over the years other 
apparitions and spectres 
have been more unset¬ 
tling - the young boy 
who followed the clean¬ 


er through the pub, the 
poltergeist which 
attempted to damage the 
pub’s trade by smashing 
the till and blocking the 
credit card machine, and 
the cloaked figure that 
drifts along its corridors. 

Dave insists that the 
incidents have been 
reported by a number of 
people and are not part 
of a marketing ploy. 

Perhaps the cloaked 
figure, reminiscent of a 
monk, is a clue as to the 
origin of the supernatu¬ 
ral disturbances. 

The pub was once a 
farm building estab¬ 
lished by a monastery, 
and it is believed that 
monks may have used 
the building as a mortu¬ 
ary for sailors who had 
been washed up on the 
coastline after their 
ships sank during 
storms. 

Dave was once 
warned by one his chefs 
called Peter, who arrived 
to help out for a few

days, not to upset the 
ghosts. 

“He told me: ‘Don’t 
do alteration work - 
they won’t like it. Don’t 
expand the size of the 
kitchen they won’t like 
that either.’ He wanted 
to pacify the ghosts.” 

Peter also had the 
uncanny knack of 
preparing the correct 
meals for people before 
they had ordered, telling 
other members of staff: 
“I know exactly what 


I’m doing”. 

After a couple of days 
Peter left and Dave con¬ 
tacted the Cardiff 
agency who supplies 
him with staff - only to 
discover they had never 
heard of him. 

Despite Peter’s warn¬ 
ing, renovation work has 
had to go ahead at the 
Plough and Harrow, and 
the words ‘Amy’s room’ 
have materialised, which 
still leaves one question.

Money may very well Never Sleep, but the 
latest Wall Street struggles to keep you awake! 


SCREEN 

TALK 


‘‘GREED is good'* - 
so went the maxim 
espoused by 
Gordon Gekko in 
1987’s Wall Street, 
But if we've learned 
anything in the last 
two years, it is that 
greed merely leads 
to financial troubles 
for those most inno¬ 
cent. 

A timely period, then, 
for Oliver Stone to revis¬ 
it the character that per¬ 
sonified the era of 
banker opulence, some¬ 
thing the director has 
happily settled down to 
do with Wall Street: 
Money Never Sleeps. 

Picking up from the 
last film, we see Gordon 
Gekko (Michael 
Douglas) released from 
jail after financial fraud. 
He is contacted by Jacob 


(Shia LaBeouf), an 
aspiring financial whiz- 
zkid who is planning to 
marry Gordon’s 
estranged daughter 
Winnie (Carey 
Mulligan); however, 
Jacob’s motives for get¬ 
ting in touch with 
Gordon soon put him 
into a world he is ill-pre¬ 
pared for, and one which 
many people, including 
the shady Bretton James 
(Josh Brolin), will be 
more happy to show him 
the deep, dark secrets 
of... 

The character of 
Gordon Gekko is easily 
one of cinema’s most 
indelible creations. The 
name almost overshad¬ 
ows the film in which he 
starred, something that 
was made possible by 
Michael Douglas’ out¬ 
standing turn and Oliver 
Stone’s sharp writing. 


Another outing for 
Gekko did not appear to 
be high on Oliver 
Stone’s to-do list, but 
with the world under the 
cloud of recession, 
banks going bust and 
traders losing their way, 
if you were ever going 
to revisit the world of 
Gekko, now was the 
right time. 

However, Money 
Never Sleeps is a film 
that not only struggles to 
match up to its predeces¬ 
sor, but taken on its own 
terms is an interminably 
gripping, yet far too per¬ 
functory, film that wraps 
itself up in its own sci¬ 
ence and never plays to 
the general viewer. 

Not that 1 dislike a 
film for being intellectu¬ 
al, far from it, but 
Money Never Sleeps 
takes a generic tale of 
revenge and dresses it up

ate behaviour would 
have been far more grip¬ 
ping. 

Character-wise, the 
writers distil Gekko 
down to a prophet com¬ 
ing to preach doom and 
gloom that isn’t listened 
to by those that have the 
power to do anything 
about it, losing the cut¬ 
throat edge that made 
the character so engag¬ 
ing in the first place, 
while the remainder of 
the characters fail to 
really hit home despite 
the actors who fill them 
out. 

Michael Douglas 
never really gets the 
opportunity to get his 
teeth stuck into what is 
arguably his finest role. 

There are flashes of 
the devilish spirit here 
and there, but even 
though the film is 
preaching against Wall 
Street’s maxim, Gekko is 
undoubtedly more fun 
there than he is here. 

While Douglas’ per¬ 
formance isn’t at all 
poor, he seems less than 
interested in it, and the 
marginalisation of what 
makes him interesting is 
to the detriment of both 
character and actor. 

The references to the 
nature of time passing 
and making as much of 
life as you can may have 
taken on an unforseen 
pertinence given his 


recent brush with illness, 
but the script hugely 
weakens the strength of 
its ace in the hole. 

Having gone from 
next-big-thing to estab¬ 
lished star, Shi 
LaBeouf’s performance 
is certainly lacking here, 
the actor not only failing 
to match up to Douglas’ 
undoubted charisma, but 
also essaying a dull 
character and failing to 
bring any life to it. 

Carey Mulligan is 
similarly bland, with 
even the scene between 
her and Gordon failing 
to create any ripples 
despite her and Douglas 
trying their best. 

Josh Brolin fares a lit¬ 
tle better as the shadowy 
banker, bringing a sneer 
and arrogance that 
makes you want him to 
fall flat on his face at the 
very least, while his 
sparring with both 
LaBeouf and, in one 
scene, Douglas, is partic¬ 
ularly enjoyable, Brolin 
doing a good line in vil¬ 
lainy. 

With decent small 
turns from Eli Wallach, 
Susan Sarandon and 
Frank Langella, the film 
is hardly lacking in tal¬ 
ent, but a combination of 
poor characters and 
weak performances 
means that it fares little 
better in this department.

Group Captain Ron’s 
talk of RAF life for the 
Barry Men’s Forum 


THE autumn session of the 
forum commenced with a talk 
by Group Captain Ron Powell, 
a local retiree on Barry Island. 

It became obvious during this 
retired senior RAF officer’s talk that 
he was a true ‘Trenchard Brat’, or 
product of the famous apprentice 
scheme that produced so many high 
achievers, such as Sir Frank Whittle, 
the inventor of the jet engine. 

Ron Powell became an RAF 
apprentice after service in the Air 
Training Corps from the age of thir¬ 
teen, which gave him his first solo 
flight and a taste of things to come. 

After completing his three year 
apprenticeship at Halton, Ron was 
posted to RAF Scampton, famous for 
housing the Dam Busters and, at that 
time, a base for the nuclear Vulcan V 
bombers. 

However, instead of working on 
them he found himself attached to 
‘1066 Squadron’, and honing his 
engine and airframe skills on the well 
loved Hastings multi-purpose four- 
engined transport. 

He related that, at that time, he 
found his responsibility level as a cor¬ 
poral higher than it was ever to be 
later when he was occupying posts as 
a senior officer. 

During a period of time spent in the 
ranks gaining experience, he applied 
for aircrew selection and on his third 
attempt was successful. 

It was a question of keeping on try¬ 


ing, and it was with some humour that 
Ron related how later in his career he 
became head of the aircrew selection 
board and saw things from the other 
side of the table. 

His first ambition on obtaining his 
wings was to fly fast jets, but fate 
decreed that he should become quali¬ 
fied to fly big multi-engined aircraft 
instead. 

It was in this role that he found 
himself engaged in the Falklands con¬ 
flict while based on Ascension Island, 
and clocking up many hours flying 
that wonderful workhorse, the 
Hercules. 

In time Group Captain Powell 
became a flying instructor and also 
filled many senior posts, some of 
which he described as being in the 
defence/diplomacy field, before retir¬ 
ing to Barry Island where he now 
contemplates and photographs the sun 
rising over the sea from his eyrie on 
Nell’s Point. 

We hope that he will return in due 
course and share some of the details 
of his later years in the RAF.

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FLYNN’S HOPES DASHED BY THE BULGARIANS AND THE SWISS... 

So, after three defeats out of 
three, where do Wales go now?

make. As the Welsh 
football team splut¬ 
tered to the finishing 
line of another quali¬ 
fying campaign that 
promised so much but 
delivered so little last 
autumn, the talk was 
of how the youngsters 
of the team had been 
seasoned that little bit 
more, ready to handle 
the rigours of a Euro 
2012 qualifying cam¬ 
paign. 

Hope that this was 
more than just talk was 
boosted by a 3-0 win 
over Scotland, led by 
Aaron Ramsey, whose 
bossing of the game was 
a sight to behold. Yet 
rather than act as a cata¬ 
lyst, this result appeared 
to be a one-off, as disap¬ 
pointing friendly results 
and the loss of Ramsey to 
a horrific leg break set 
Wales back. 

Starting the Euro cam¬ 
paign with a 1-0 loss 
away to Montenegro, the 
supposed minnows 
whose away win over 
Bulgaria (and subsequent 
win over Switzerland and 
draw with England) sug¬ 
gested they are anything 
but, was hardly the most 
inspiring of results, but it 
was a shock to see John 
Toshack, whose prefer¬ 


ence for youth had 
achieved mixed results at 
best, stand down from 
the post of Welsh manag¬ 
er. 

With such a quick 
turnaround between fix¬ 
tures it was unsurprising 
to see Brian Elynn, who 
had masterminded the 
under-21s transformation 
from also-rans to players, 
take the job on a caretak¬ 
er basis, and his desire to 
take on the job full-time 
met with largely positive 
reaction. 

The first test of his 
stewardship came with a 
home fixture against 
Bulgaria, who have 
‘enjoyed’ a similarly 
fruitless start to their 
campaign, having lost 
both to Montenegro, and 
suffering a comprehen¬ 
sive 4-0 defeat at 
Wembley against 

England. 

With UEEA appearing 
to have taken fixture 
advice from the Magners 
League, Eriday night saw 
Wales’ opportunity to 
kick-start their hopes of 
making it to Poland and 
Ukraine in 2012. 

As ever, the squad was 
riddled with injuries, 
leaving Elynn to follow 
in the footsteps of his 
predecessor by playing 
Steve Morison alone up 
front, though in a slightly 
more attacking 4-2-3-1 
formation. 

The opening minutes 


saw neither team grab 
hold of the game, 
Bulgaria having the first 
shot on goal; but soon 
after, some smooth build 
up play between Bale 
and Ledley saw the for¬ 
mer cross the ball across 
goal. A dummy by 
Morison gave Chris 
Gunter a golden opportu¬ 
nity, but his drive blasted 
across the face of goal. 

Bulgaria were again 
denied by the hands of 
Hennessy, and while 
Wales looked encourag¬ 
ing, the lack of a cutting- 
edge meant all the hard 
work was having little 
end product. 

Bale had a wonderful 
opportunity after a good 
cross from Ledley, but he 
missed the ball; while a 
teasing cross from the 
recalled Danny Collins 
found the head of 
Morison, but the 
Millwall striker was 
unable to put much 
power on it. 

Warning signs were 
flashing when Stilyan 
Petrov saw his shot 
blocked at the start of the 
second half, then blasted 
wide of the Welsh goal, 
and 3 minutes after the 
restart, Bulgaria grabbed 
the decisive goal. 

There seemed little 
danger as they knocked 
the ball about on the edge 
of the area, but two 


clever passes pulled the 
Welsh defence out shape, 
and with Ricketts and 
James Collins struggling 
to get back, Popov beat 
Hennessy at his near 
post. 

Petrov was again 
denied from distance, 
and the long balls to 
Morison became a far too 
regular occurence. 

However, when the 
ball was played to his 
feet, Morison had the 
best chance of the match, 
going clear only for his 
shot to lack composure 
and conviction. 

While this lifted both 
players and fans, 
Bulgaria were more than 
happy to sit back, and 
even with the arrival of 
King, Church and 
Robson-Kanu from the 
substitutes’ bench, Wales 
found breaking down the 
Bulgarians a difficult 
task. 

The game came back 
to life in the last five 
minutes. Eirst Robson- 
Kanu headed over from a 
Bale cross, before 
Bulgaria's counter¬ 
attacking yielded two 
opportunities that they 
squandered. 

However, Wales’ night 
went from bad to worse 
when Gunter cynically, 
and stupidly, blocked 
Rangelov when he was 
the last man - the red card 


the referee brought out of 
his pocket was met with 
indifference by a rapidly- 
emptying stadium, who 
by now knew that the 
new dawn promised by 
Elynn had already suf¬ 
fered its first, and poten¬ 
tially fateful, setback. 

The Tuesday trip to 
Switzerland, made harder 
by the suspensions of 
Ricketts and Gunter, was 
one that brought chills. 
However, in this 
encounter of the two bot¬ 
tom teams, it was an 
improved performance 
by the Welsh, the 4-1 
scoreline doing little jus¬ 
tice to the team. 

Elynn’s decision to 
make changes was a wel¬ 
come one, Simon Church 
coming in for Morison, 
with the likes of Darcy 
Blake, Andrew Crofts 
and Andy King all being 
given the chance to 
shine. 

It seemed the same old 
story when Stocker net¬ 
ted the Swiss’ first, but 
Wales’ bright start was 
rewarded when Gareth 
Bale broke and finished 
coolly to grab a deserved 
equaliser. 

It was the recurring 
defensive frailties that 
did for Wales as Streller 
was played onside by 
Collins and had little 
trouble beating Hennessy 
to make it 2-1. 

But for all Wales’ hard 
first half work, the sec¬ 


ond period saw chances 
created but without the 
guile to finish them off, 
and two goals in the last 
ten minutes for the Swiss 
(including a harsh penal¬ 
ty) gave a brighter sheen 
to the scoreline for the 
home side than was per¬ 
haps deserved. 

So where now for 
Wales? It seems that 
every report alludes to 
the same old reasons for 
failure - injuries, lapses 
of concentration, lack of 
a goalscoring touch - but 
it is high time that these 
issues were addressed. 

As for Bryan Elynn’s 
future, his onus on pass¬ 
ing football was com¬ 
mendable; but if Wales 
are to really get them¬ 
selves out of the dol¬ 
drums then a fresh start is 
required, and that means 
sweeping away, at senior 
level, the remnants of the 
Toshack years. 

A big managerial 
appointment - and, no, 
that doesn’t mean Ian 
Rush, John Hartson or 
Chris Coleman - is the 
order of the day for the 
EAW, in order to give the 
nation a boost ahead of 
what will be a tricky 
qualifier against England 
in Cardiff next March. 

Wales requires higher 
standards and a little bit 
of luck if we are to end 
our qualification hoodoo 
- it is now up to the FAW 
to find that man.
